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Community shocked by 2 murders in 12 hours

Murder in a small town 
is usually a rare occur¬ 
rence. But state and local 
police are now investigat¬ 
ing the county’s third and 
fourth murders this year. 
The last two happened 
within a 12 hour period 
this past weekend. 

State and local police 
were called to two differ¬ 
ent crime scenes, one in 
the Bottoms area of Clay 
City on Saturday evening, 
and the other at a home 
on Lower Cane Creek 
Road in a rural part of 
Stanton. Now Terrance 
Wagner, 67, of Clay City, 
and Ralph Allyn, 66, of 
Stanton, are facing first 
degree murder charges. 

On Saturday Powell 
County dispatchers 
received a call at 5:24 
p.m. that a man had been 
stabbed at a home locat¬ 
ed at 105 First Avenue. 


When officers arrived, 
they found Kelly Dale 
McCoy, 50, lying on the 
floor of his home with a 
stab wound to his midsec¬ 
tion. Police and EMS per¬ 
sonnel stated that McCoy 
was unresponsive and 
Powell County Coroner 
Hondo Hearne was called 
to the scene. Kentucky 
State Police were also 
notified. 

Officers also found 
Wagner at the scene in 
what one source called 
an “intoxicated state.” 
Wagner lived in the house 
at 115 First Avenue, 
right next door to McCoy. 
Neighbors stated that the 
two men had been argu¬ 
ing on Saturday. Police 
believe that an argument 
got out of hand and that 
Wagner stabbed McCoy. 

State police obtained a 
search warrant for the 
home as Wagner was 
transported to the Stanton 
Police Department by

to be questioned by troop¬ 
ers. State Police Detective 
Virgil Rucker was placed 
in charge of the investi¬ 
gation and interviewed 
potential witnesses and 
neighbors of the two 
men. 

“It’s a bad neighborhood 
down here, very bad. But 
I never expected noth¬ 
ing like this,” said Linda 
Townsend, the victim’s 
sister told a local news 
crew. 

Wagner was lodged 
in the Powell County 
Detention Center. His 
bond has been set at 
$250,000 cash. 

Then just after 5:30 
a.m. on Sunday morning 
dispatchers received a 
911 call from 1995 Lower 
Cane Creek Road from a 
male subject stating that 
he had “just killed my 
baby.” Officers were sent

Questions raised about police 
presence in Clay City 

Officers held to 40 hour weeks due to budget

The Clay City Council 
meeting seemed to be 
moving along with out 
a hitch as the members 
conducted some rou¬ 
tine business. That was 
until Councilman Ralph 
Patrick spoke up about 
police presence. Or 
according to him, the lack 
thereof. 

Patrick, with arms 
crossed, asked Clay City 
Mayor Jimmy Caudill a 
simple question. “I ain’t 
seeing any cops around, 
they’re not in Clay City,” 
Patrick said. Patrick stat¬ 
ed that his car had been 
broken into recently and 
ransacked. When asked 
by the mayor if the thieve 


broke a window to get in, 
he stated no because he 
“left the doors unlocked.” 

Patrick has been criti¬ 
cal of police presence 
in the city for several 
months. He has had 
items stolen from him in 
the past. Other council- 
men also agreed and had 
questions. 

“I never see them,” 
Councilman A1 Campbell 
said and he asked others 
who some silently shook 
their head in agreement. 
“Boys, they're sure not 
working in this town.” 

Campbell asked why it 
took six officers to respond 
to a “fender-bender in 
the Kroger parking lot 
in Stanton.” Councilman 
Garland Lacy, who is 
also a part-time deputy, 
responded, “If you’re not 


on a call you respond to 
make sure the officers 
don’t need your help,” 
Lacy stated. “They may 
need help. You have two 
people usually involved, 
they could be upset, or 
something or you never 
know what could hap¬ 
pen.” 

Patrick complained that 
the Clay City officers, a 
force of only two men, 
spend too much time in 
Stanton. Lacy responded 
that the departments are 
working together real 
well and that the other 
departments answer calls 
in the city when the city’s 
officers are either busy or 
not on duty. 

Caudill explained that 
based on the budget that 
the officers are to work 
40 hours a week. “Some 
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Troy Brooks, representing the newly formed Red River Family YMCA, spoke to the 
council about the organization. Brooks said he was not asking for money, just giving 
the council an update. The meeting got more tense when the subject of police pres¬ 
ence was raised by councilman Ralph Patrick. 


of that time is spent in 
court and we have to pay 
them for that,” he stated. 
“We only have two offi¬ 
cers here and probably 
need the number of peo¬ 
ple that Stanton’s depart¬ 


ment has. But we have to 
be able to afford it too.” 

City attorney Scott 
Graham tried to lighten 
up the mood, but stated 
an important fact. “What 
do have in population 


now, around 15,000 peo¬ 
ple in the county? And

Charles sentenced to three years, family relieved but wants justice

The case of a Clay City 
woman who pleaded 
guilty to reckless homi¬ 
cide may have come to an 
end last Wednesday, but 
the family of the little girl 
whose life was taken too 
early says that justice has 
not yet been served. 

Jessica Charles was 
sentenced to three years 
in prison after a deal was 
made following her case 
being sent to mediation. 
The deal helped to close 
out Charles’s case, though 
her attorney said it was a 
deal she did not want to 
take. 

“We spent a day work¬ 
ing out a resolution (in 
mediation session) and it 
is difficult for my client to 
accept,” Charles’s attor¬ 
ney, Tucker Richardson, 
told the court during 
Charles’s sentencing last 
Wednesday. “But she 
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accepts it. She has always 
maintained she did not 
harm her child.” 

Under the plea deal, 
Charles pleaded guilty to 
reckless homicide stating 
that she “placed her child 
in a situation that caused 
her death.” Charles had 
been charged with mur¬ 
der in the brutal beat¬ 
ing death of her daugh¬ 
ter, Danika Charles, who 
was 22 months old when 
the incident happened on 
Feb. 19, 2010. 

Charles plea would 
include a guilty plea to 
a tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence charge on 
a different case she was 
involved in while she was 
out of jail awaiting trail 
on the murder charge. The 
recommended sentence 
for the reckless homicide 
charge was three years 
and the tampering with 
evidence charge would 
bring 12 months. Both 
would run concurrent. 

Charles family and 
attorneys have always 
stated that they believed

a boyfriend of Charles 
was the person respon¬ 
sible for Danika’s death. 
“We believed the evidence 
showed that it was more 
likely than not that Lee 
Richardson had done 
this, not Jessica Charles,” 
Tucker Richardson told 
the court before the sen¬ 
tence was handed down.“ 

Commonwealth attor¬ 
ney Darrell Herald spoke 
up and stated, “I want it 
in the record that we did 
look at Lee Richardson 
as well. There was a 30 
minute time span that 
the child was left alone 
with him. But there were 
numerous time spans 
that the child was alone 
with Ms. Charles as well. 
We looked at them both.” 

Richardson and Charles 
were both interviewed 
about the case. Both had 
tests run on their hands 
to determine who left 
the bruises on the child. 
At first world renowned 
Kentucky Forensic 
Anthropologist Dr. Emily 
Craig issued a statement 


that it had to be Charles. 

But a different method 
and test had Craig chang¬ 
ing some of her opinions. 
That may have caused the 
case to go into mediation. 
Special mediator, retired 
Judge William Mains, 
mediated the case after 
being appointed by the 
state Supreme Court. 

Richardson, who has 
never been charged in 
the death, is serving 
time at the Kentucky 
State Reformatory in 
LaGrange. Richardson 
was sentenced to 10 years 
on April 15, 2011 for two 
counts of burglary. 

He was also charged 
with flagrant non-sup¬ 
port. 

“We spent as much 
time on this case as we 
have as any other case we 
have ever prosecuted. It 
was a horrendous case,” 
Herald advised the court, 
as crowded courtroom lis-

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court held their 
regular meeting on the 
Tuesday of fair week, 
which is a busy time for 
most Powell Countians. 

The meeting began 
with discussion of a home 
located on Furnace Road 
which is owned by the 
county. The house sits on 
the property which will be 
used for the new Senior 
Citizen building if the 
county is awarded a grant 
which they applied for to 
fund the building project. 
The fiscal court agreed 
to look into removing the 
house from the location to 
ensure that they had the 
best possible chance of 
getting the grant, where 
as an existing structure 
on the property may 
reduce their chances. The 
grant request application 
has been completed and 
turned in. 

Next, the county looked 
over bids for the purchas¬ 
ing of a roll off truck at 
the Transfer Station. 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson commented 
that the county had spent 
a great amount of money 
on maintenance to the 
truck and felt best that 
other options be looked 
into. After looking at 
bids to replace the truck 
the court agreed that it 
would be best to take 
bids for the service and 
see which option would 


With that, the issue was 
tabled until a later date 
and it was agreed that 
bids would be taken for 
the services. 

The court then moved 
on to approval of tax 
rates that had been sub¬ 
mitted to the county. The 
Powell County Health 
Department real proper¬ 
ty tax rates will be at four 
percent for Real Property, 
Personal Property, and 
Motor Vehicle. The Powell 
County Library Real 
Property tax will be at 
4.7 percent and Personal 
Property at 5.67 percent. 
The Extension office 
will be three percent for 
Real Property, 3.67 for 
Personal Property, and 
4.5 for Motor Vehicles 
and Watercraft. 

The Powell County 
Schools taxes will be at 
36.4 percent for Real 
Estate and Tangible 
Property, Motor Vehicles 
at 50.2 percent and Utility 
taxes at three percent. 

After approval of the 
tax rates Anderson stated 
that the county tax rates 
would remain the same 
explaining, “We could use 
the revenue but Pm not 
sure how much more the 
constituents can take." 

Tax rates for the county 
will again be at 9.9 percent 
for Real Property, 11.33 
percent for Personal, and 
13.3 percent for Motor 
Vehicle. All tax rates are 
on a per $100 assessed 
valuation system. 

Anderson then read a 


Sept. 17 through Sept. 
23 as Constitution Week 
in honor of the 225th 
Anniversary of the draft¬ 
ing of the Constitution. 

The court also gave 
approval for Anderson 
to proceed with the new 
office and break room at 
the county garage. The 
court all voted in favor of 
awarding the project bid 
to Snowden Construction 
with the exception of Eck 
Snowden who abstained 
from the vote. Snowden 
Construction is owned 
by a family member of 
Magistrate Snowden. 

Not to be outdone, the 
Stanton City Council also 
met during fair week. 

With few items on 
the agenda the meeting 
began with opening of 
bids for Railroad Street 
Bridge project. The state 
awarded the city $86,400 
for repairs to the bridge. 
The city received two bids 
and the bid was awarded 
to PBTHNOJJ for the 
lowest bid of $97,000. The 
council approved the bid. 

The council then set a 
license fee of $100 for 
massage therapy busi¬ 
nesses. A new massage 
business just recently 
opened up in the Elkins 
Building on the corner of 
main Street and Boone 
Street. The council also 
accepted the updated pay 
scale ordinance which 
according to the council 
had not been updated 
since 2004.

to the scene and informa¬ 
tion was unclear for a 
short time. At one point a 
dispatcher notified police 
that the caller stated he 
had shot a 16 month old 
child. 

But when officers 
arrived no one would 
come out of the house 
despite several attempts 
over a 15 minute span 
by using sirens and loud 
speakers. 

The dispatcher was able 
to make contact with the 
man who made the call, 
later identified as Allyn. 
He came out of the house 
and was taken into cus¬ 
tody. At first he allegedly 
told officers no one else 
was in the home, accord¬ 
ing to Powell County 
Sheriff Danny Rogers. 
Rogers and officers from 
Clay City and Stanton, as 
well as deputies, respond¬ 
ed to the scene. 

Officers searched the 
home and found Barbara 
Martin, 64, lying in the 
kitchen floor face down. 
She had been shot twice 
with what state police 
called a “large caliber

weapon.” One shot was 
to her head, the other 
to her chest. She was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Powell County 
Assistant Coroner Arlene 
Rogers. 

A search of the house 
did not find any child. 
Police believe that his 
reference to shooting his 
“baby” was attributed to 
the fact that Allyn was 
the boyfriend of Martin. 
Officers stated that it 
appeared to be some sort 
of domestic dispute. 

State police were 
called in to investigate

as Detective Donnie 
McGraw was placed 
in charge of the case. 
Meanwhile, Allyn was 
taken to the Powell 
County Detention Center 
where his bond was set 
at $1 million cash. He 
was then transferred to 
the Montgomery County 
Regional Detention 
Center. Jail officials say 
that was due to Allyn 
needed to be segregat¬ 
ed from other inmates 
due to the nature of the 
charges. The jail already 
had Wagner in the segre¬ 
gated area.

tened and family mem¬ 
bers wept nearby. 

“We went to mediation 
to have a second set of 
eyes look at it, to see if 
we missed anything or if 
there was something we 
needed to look at. Had we 
had sufficient evidence 
we would not have agreed 
to this resolution.” Herald 
praised officers for trying 
to work with the evidence 
to make the case, but also 
realized that it was a dif¬ 
ficult case to work. 

With tears in her eyes 
Charles listened as Powell 
Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher announced that 
he would follow the recom¬ 


mendations of the agree¬ 
ment. Charles was sen¬ 
tenced to three years, but 
was also given credit for 
836 days of time served. 
Those days included the 
time she was out of jail on 
home incarceration and 
being monitored by an 
ankle bracelet. 

Based on that, the state 
department of correc¬ 
tions could end up parol¬ 
ing Charles quickly. Her 
attorney believes she 
could be released very 
soon. 

The family spoke with 
local television stations 
outside of the courtroom 
following the sentenc¬ 
ing. “Justice has not been 


done for Danika and we 
won’t rest until it is,” 
Charles’s stepmother 
Sherrie Charles said with 
tears streaming down her 
face. “He was continually 
harming her and it was 
masked through symp¬ 
toms we thought might 
be an illness.” 

Charles had told inves¬ 
tigators and reporters in 
2010 that she had taken 
her child to several doc¬ 
tors and hospitals to find 
out about unusual bruis¬ 
es and illnesses the child 
seemed to be suffering 
from. 

As of press time ,no one 
else has been charged in 
the case.

State announces tax amnesty 
program to help taxpayers 


Kentucky is launching 
a Tax Amnesty program 
allowing people or busi¬ 
nesses who owe back taxes 
to the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky to pay with 
no fees or penalties. The 
threat of prosecution will 
be waived, and only half 
the interest owed will be 
due. 

“This program will gen¬ 
erate much-needed rev¬ 
enue for vital services 
in Kentucky at a time 
when dollars are hard to 
come by,” said Finance 
and Administration 
Cabinet Secretary Lori 
H. Flanery. “At the same 
time, we are making sure 
that delinquent taxpay¬ 
ers pay their fair share.” 

The 61-day pro¬ 
gram kicks off Oct. 1. 
Delinquent taxpayers 
will soon receive mailed 
notifications stating the 
known amount of back 
taxes. They have until 
the end of November 2012 
to apply for amnesty and 
pay their overdue taxes. 

However, if taxpayers 
fail to take advantage of 
the amnesty program, 
penalties get more severe 
and the interest escalates. 
An additional 2 percent 
interest will be charged 
on unpaid amnesty-eligi¬ 
ble taxes. Taxpayers tak¬ 
ing advantage of amnesty 
must remain current over 
the next three years or 
face reinstated penalties, 
fees and interest. 

The General Assembly 
authorized the amnesty 
program in the 2012 legis¬ 
lative session. Kentucky 
conducted a similar tax 
amnesty program in 2002. 
More than 23,000 taxpay¬ 
ers participated, netting 
more than $40 million in 
back taxes. 

“We’re making it as 
easy as possible for peo¬ 
ple to determine if they 
owe back taxes and to 
create multiple ways to 
pay,” said Tom Miller, 
Commissioner, Kentucky 
Department of Revenue. 
“They can mail in the 
payment or use a credit 
card. They can pay at any 
of our 10 offices around 
the state, or they can pay 
online using a website we 
have created just for Tax 
Amnesty.” 

The website - amnes- 
ty.ky.gov provides news 
and information about 
the program, online pay¬ 
ment options and a way 
to search for all per¬ 
sons and businesses on 
the delinquent tax roll. 
Anyone with questions 
can also call the Tax 
Amnesty toll-free hotline 


at 855-KYTAXES (855- 
598-2937). 

The amnesty program 
applies to taxes owed 
only to the Kentucky 
Department of Revenue 
for eligible tax periods 
ending after December 1, 
2001 and prior to October 
1, 2011. While most on 
the delinquent taxes roll 
reside in Kentucky, the 
list includes people in 
all 50 states plus several 
other countries. 

“This is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for delinquent 
taxpayers to reestablish 
themselves as compliant,” 
according to Mack Gillim, 
Executive Director, 
Office of Processing and 
Enforcement with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Revenue. “It’s not only a 
fresh start for them, but 
it also helps those who 
comply every day with all 
the tax laws by creating 
an equitable distribution 
of the tax burden. We’re 
all in this together.” 

While the current 
database shows nearly 
170,000 individuals and 
businesses qualifying for 
tax amnesty, others may 
also owe back taxes. The 
list of delinquent debtors 


includes those businesses 
and individuals who have 
a tax lien on file, but 
does not include those 
who may owe taxes and 
have not filed. The state 
is continuously gathering 
taxpayer information to 
discover non-filers and 
under-reporters. 

To spread the word 
about Tax Amnesty, an 
advertising and pub¬ 
lic relations campaign 
will take place across 
the Commonwealth. 
Governor Beshear will 
hold a news conference 
in Frankfort revealing 
more details on the kick¬ 
off day, October 1, 2012. 
Ads will appear in news¬ 
papers and magazines 
and on websites. TV and 
radio commercials will 
generate awareness and 
Department of Revenue 
officials will make pre¬ 
sentations to numerous 
groups and public events. 

“It’s safe to say that if 
you owe taxes, you will 
hear about the amnesty 
program,” said Secretary 
Flanery.

It's time to quit complaining and seriously look at forming a county police force 


It has been said over and over again in Powell 
County that there never seems to be a police officer 
around when you need one, or that it takes too long 
for them to respond. It is a criticism that could be held 
as accurate, but not one that can be blamed on the 
officers themselves. 

In a small community such as this, where our popu- 
laton stands at 12,651 according to the last Census, 
the citizen to officer ratio is easily 840 or 850 to 1. Add 
in that the Census Bureau stated in 2010 that Powell 
County covers 178.98 square miles and that there is 
an estimated 70.5 people per square mile, you can see 
how difficult the logistics are for a small police force to 
be able to be anywhere and get there quickly. 

After all, we have approximately 15 officers between 
the Clay City Police, Stanton Police and Powell County 
Sheriffs Departments. That does not include special 
deputies who work when truly needed. 

In a recent Clay City Council meeting a council 
member questioned the city's police officers and 
whether or not they even work inside the city limits. 
His reasoning for the question was that he never sees 
them. Another member agreed with the assertion. 

Now it is not too hard to figure out that when the 
city has told the two officers to only work 40 hours a 
week, and that includes time they have to be in court, 
then you will have some time frames where officers 
are not visible because you cannot pay them to be out 
there. The city's budget currently will not allow for 
hiring another or paying more overtime. 

It is a quandry that many small areas are facing. 

Look at Stanton where they currently have officers 
in training, one out injured and another assigned to a 
state police task force. Their department is stretched 


pretty thin, and because they are a fourth class city 
they must have 24 hour police protection, seven days 
a week. 

The sheriffs department is not doing much better. 
With covering court rooms, transports, the schools and 
trying to serve legal papers, they are also stretched 
thin. 

The idea of combining the departments into becom¬ 
ing a county police force, like many counties have 
either done or are talking about seems to be the 
answer for the critics who question police presence. 

A combined force would allow for better and easier 
scheduling, enable the county to obtain grants they 
probably will not get otherwise because it is easier to 
give a lump sum to one department than to have three 
fighting for the money. It could enable more officers to 
be hired. At least that is what we have been advised 
by law enforcement officials. 

Of course there is the problem of who will run the 
department, who will be in charge, what about the cur¬ 
rent chain-of-commands and who will retain senior¬ 
ity. All good questions and points, but the protection 
of the citizens are the first priority and the officers 
we have now understand that. Most agree that since 
they assist each other now, they basically are a county 
department. But only in deeds, not in name. Other 
nearby departments have told us how well the Powell 
County officers work together and they admire it. 

The time has come that the three entities get 
together and settle the issue. It is time to work out 
an agreeable plan that will provide the protection we 
need and allow for the officers to feel that their needs 
and interests are also being looked after. Talk with 
departments that have made the change and come up

Doctor believes we have health care responsibilities 


I was disturbed and shocked 
to read an item in the Lexington 
Herald, September 21, quot¬ 
ing an article written by Sabrina 
Tavernise in the New York Times. 
The article noted that the “least- 
educated whites had lost four (4) 
years of life expectancy since 1990.” 
It described education attainment 
as measured by the possession of a 
highs school diploma. The steepest 
decline was for white women with¬ 
out a high school diploma, with a 
FIVE year loss of life expectancy. 

While life expectancy for more 
educated and by definition, more 
affluent members of society has 
been gradually increasing this new 
study is stunning. I do not know 
how large a group of Americans this 


describes but four or five years for 
an individual is a personal misfor¬ 
tune; four or five years for a large 
group of Americans is catastrophe. 
It is a travesty for this to occur in 
as rich and affluent a society as is 
America, regardless of the cause. 

I have practiced medicine for 48 
years and have been on the Powell 
County Board of Health for almost 
all those years. Recently, we have 
had a marked reduction in fund¬ 
ing, both of our Health Department 
locally as well as state wide from 
35% to in Powell County 50%. This 
is exactly the demographic group 
our health department cares for. 
This action not only costs lives and 
materially reduces life expectancy 
for these very people at risk but it 


exerts terrible financial, as well as 
moral costs on our society. 

There are 48.6 million unin¬ 
sured in this nation. These are the 
Americans that are at risk. This is 
what the Affordable Health Care 
Act (so called Obamacare) was 
enacted to help correct. This is the 
very remedy that some of our poli¬ 
ticians and some in our society so 
vehemently oppose. I am reminded 
of the story of the Good Samaritan 
from the Gospel of Luke. Shall we 
as a nation pass by on the other 
side of the road? Do we not have 
a moral and ethical responsibility 
here?

We'll never agree on the role of government. . . 

and that's fine

The conventional wis¬ 
dom has settled on the 
subject of this year's pres¬ 
idential campaign: it's 
about the proper role of 
government in our nation's 
life. This is a good argu¬ 
ment to have, but don't 
expect it to be resolved by 
the election. Americans 
have been debating the 
question since before the 
Constitution was drawn 
up, and we haven't come 
to terms on it yet. 

At the moment, we've 
got a Republican chal¬ 
lenger who embraces the 
conservative conviction 
that government must be 
as limited as possible. In 
this view, much of what 
government spends is 
wasted; Ronald Reagan's 
comment, “Government 
is not the solution to our 
problem; government is 
our problem,” is its man¬ 
tra. Conservatives want 
to reduce regulation, 
make cutting taxes the 
highest priority, propose 
handing Medicaid and 
other responsibilities to 
the states as block grants, 
and consider a more 
active government the 
wrong answer in almost 
every case. Privatization, 
contracting out, and a pri¬ 
vate sector freed from the 
intrusive hand of govern¬ 


ment will be the engines 
of a stronger society. 

Against this view we 
have a Democratic incum¬ 
bent, backed by liberals 
who see value in gov¬ 
ernment's role. They are 
concerned about social 
inequality, support a pub¬ 
licly funded safety net, 
and are prepared to levy 
the taxes needed to pay 
for it. In this view, pub¬ 
lic spending is necessary 
to stimulate the economy 
when needed and regula¬ 
tion is vital to checking 
the excesses of the mar¬ 
ket. There are times, this 
side would argue, when 
a muscular government 
is indispensable to our 
national fortunes — prop¬ 
erly deployed, government 
can expand opportunities 
to achieve the American 
dream. 

The gap between these 
views seems unbridge¬ 
able — especially in the 
midst of a presidential 
contest between two par¬ 
ties whose interest lies 
in highlighting their dif¬ 
ferences. Yet in the end 
this fundamental politi¬ 
cal gulf is not as wide as 
it appears. 

This is because the real 
question in governing is 
rarely, “What is the ideo¬ 
logically proper thing to 
do?” Instead, it's how do 
we run the country day- 
to-day? And how do we 
get a diverse group of 
politicians to make prog¬ 
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ress on our current prob¬ 
lems while putting aside 
the problems they cannot 
solve? When Wall Street 
crashes or natural calam¬ 
ity strikes or schools fail, 
the pragmatism of the 
moment always comes to 
the fore, no matter what 
ideology elected officials 
espouse. 

Which is where most 
Americans find them¬ 
selves. They don't con¬ 
sider government to be 
all good or all evil. They 
want it to work well and 
efficiently, be as produc¬ 
tive as the private sector, 
exert itself to keep the 
market functional but not 
so much that it over-regu- 
lates business, and get a 
handle on entitlements so 
that they're sustainable 
over the long term. Most 
Americans believe that 
we cannot prosper unless 
government builds infra¬ 
structure, protects prop¬ 
erty rights, helps develop 
the economy, sustains 
basic scientific research, 
undergirds the develop¬ 
ment of human capital, 
and protects the social 
safety net. 

In essence, government 
is a tool — it's one of the 
ways that we as Americans 
meet the challenges that 
confront us, whether it's 
fighting a terrorist attack 
or educating our chil¬ 
dren, safeguarding our 
retirement, undergirding 
commerce, and protect¬ 


ing the country's natural 
treasures for everyone to 
enjoy. Government may 
not be the highest, broad¬ 
est purpose of the nation, 
but most people recognize 
that without it, we cannot 
prosper. 

So while many people 
may feel that Washington 
has too much power, they 
still want it to protect 
their interests. This is 
why we'll probably never 
reach a consensus on the 
proper role of govern¬ 
ment. We are more like¬ 
ly to work out solutions 
issue by issue, trying to 
reach a pragmatic solu¬ 
tion for the problem we 
face. 

The nation's current fis¬ 
cal difficulties will surely 
force government to do 
less than many people 
want, and the public sec¬ 
tor will have to become 
smarter, more produc¬ 
tive, and more efficient. 
This is not a bad thing. 
But no matter who is in 
charge, we are unlikely to 
veer too far left or too far 
right, because the debate 
over the proper role of 
government will remain 
unsettled. And that's not 
a bad thing, either.

with a system that works here. Make the county more 
susceptible to receiving grants that will aid in crime 
fighting and drug issues.

It is either that or sit at the meetings and continue 
to complain about the problem and do nothing to cor¬ 
rect it. 

Since it is the elected officials that make the deci¬ 
sions then they should be held accountable at the bal¬ 
lot box for the decisions they make. It should not be 
held toward an officer who has been told do his duty, 
stay within a set time and oh, by the way, why is it we 
cannot see you working. 

Not everyone is in favor of combining and we under¬ 
stand their questions, doubts and issues. But we also 
understand that this community has grown and we 
are starting to see the "big city crimes" moving into 
our small town. 

The entities need to quit skirting the issue and 
decide if they want to combine forces or just talk about 
it. Talk is cheap, keeping a police force up to par is not 
and if they cannot individually do it, then combining 
is the only thing that makes sense. 

If they choose not to, then so be it. Combining will 
not solve all crimes or stop them from happening. 
But if it put more officers on the streets and provided 
county wide 24 hour protection, would that not be 
something worth looking into?

how many officers do we 
have, maybe 15? So that’s 
one officer per 1,000 peo¬ 
ple,” Graham said. “They 
can’t watch everyone.” 

“Look we don’t have 
the infrastructure and 
tax base that other big¬ 
ger towns have so we 
are limited. And I won’t 
excuse anyone for not 
doing their job. That 
includes the mayor, a 
councilmember or an offi¬ 
cer,” Lacy summed up the 
discussion. “But we have 
trained, qualified officers 
here and they are trying 
to do their job.” 

Later an unidentified 
man in the crowd com¬ 
plained that he had also 
had items stolen from his 
property on 12th Street. 
“Ralph’s right, there’s no 
police down there. I’ve 
been stolen off of and 
from now on if I catch 
them (thieves) there I 
will shoot,” he said. The 
council tried to inform 
him that he needed to 
follow normal procedures 
to report things. The man 
also complained about 
dogs and cats running 
wild, property that was 
becoming a nuisance and 
that there are too many 
“streetwalkers” at 2 and 
3 a.m. 

The members advised 
him as to properly han¬ 
dle each problem. They 
also promised to take a 
look the property in ques¬ 


tion to see what could be 
done. 

In other business the 
council heard from Troy 
Brooks about the newly 
formed Red River fam¬ 
ily YMCA and the proj¬ 
ects they are working 
on. Some council mem¬ 
bers seemed to be con¬ 
cerned about whether or 
not Clay City facilities 
would also be part of the 
program. The YMCA will 
be using existing facili¬ 
ties until a building can 
be found. That could take 
several years. 

The council also was 
updated about the Ice 
Cream Social. Parks and 
Recreation Board direc¬ 
tor Diane Caudill told 
the council that the social 
was a success. Some 42 
gallons of ice cream were 
dipped that night and the 
city collected $285.58 in 
donations. “It was prob¬ 
ably our biggest crowd 
to date,” Caudill told the 
council.

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Why do the mums bloom now? 


Fall Garden Tips 

We don’t want to think 
about it, but fall is offi¬ 
cially here. It seems 
once the Powell County 
Fair is over, then here it 
comes! Old Jack Frost 
has already paid us a visit 
this past weekend and 
may take all of our flow¬ 
ers and vegetables soon 
, but there is still yard 
work that can be done 
any time in the month of 
October. 

When the frost has 
burnt down the tops of 
your cannas, dahlias and 
elephant ears, go ahead 
and dig up these bulbs, 
store in dry peat moss, 
straw or sand and put 
them to bed for the win¬ 
ter in a dry cool area 
where the bulbs won’t 
freeze during the winter 
such as a basement or 
under the house. 

If you want to divide 
and share some of your 
spring flowering peren¬ 
nial plants such as irises, 
peonies and daylilies, now 
is the time to dig, divide 
and re-plant. If you don’t 
need all the plants you 
dig up, share them with 
your family, friends or 
friendly County Agent. 

If tulips are what you 
want around the house 
and garden next spring, 
now is the time to pur¬ 
chase these bulbs at local 
nurseries and garden cen¬ 
ters, while supplies last. 
Try to get them planted 
6-8” in the ground before 
Thanksgiving. Spring 
bulbs planted now should 
bloom next March and 
April. 

If you want spring 
flowers blooming around 
Christmas, bulbs such as 
tulips and paper-white 
narcissus can be forced 
inside next month to be 
enjoyed during the holi¬ 
days. While you’re shop¬ 
ping for bulbs at your 
local garden centers, go 
ahead and purchase an 
amaryllis. Planting one 
now will allow you to 
enjoy its’ pretty blooms 
during the holidays. 

The last tomatoes and 
peppers of the season 
may still be on the vine 
out in the garden. Bring 
all the last green toma¬ 
toes in and either store 
them in the crisper of 
your refrigerator, or wrap 
them in newspaper and 
store them in the base¬ 
ment, cellar (does any¬ 
one have one of these 
anymore?), or under the 
house. Doing this now 
should guarantee a few 
fresh tomatoes up until 
the holidays. 

Don’t forget about the 
plants out on the front 


porch. Whenever the 
weather man predicts 
forty degree tempera¬ 
tures, or less, it’s time to 
bring those plants in. 

Check plants individu- 
ally-are they really worth 
saving first of all? Ferns, 
for example, are beauti¬ 
ful now, but once brought 
indoors will start to shed 
leaves everywhere and 
eventually be thrown out 
along with the poinset- 
tias in January, if you 
keep them that long! 

Ferns are usually not 
worth the effort, unless 
you have a garage or heat¬ 
ed porch to keep them 
alive. Clay Campbell is 
the only person I know 
who does an excellent job 
with this. Just look at 
the beautiful ferns on his 
porch each spring! 

Bring in the Christmas 
Cactus next week and get 
them prepared for the hol¬ 
idays .These plants can 
actually be focal points 
for your holiday decora¬ 
tions. If plants are worth 
saving, are they filled 
with creepy crawlers 
such as spiders, aphids 
and scale? You certainly 
don’t want these bugs 
inside so spraying them 
with a light application 
of an insecticide such as 
Malathion will take away 
any unwanted pests. 

Always read and follow 
the label directions. Spray 
these lightly outdoors 
and let dry before bring¬ 
ing indoors. Before win¬ 
ter begins it may also be 
a good time to re-pot any 
plants that have grown 
all summer and are root 
bound. Once plants are 
inside, hold off the fertil¬ 
izer and water only when 
plants become dry-prob- 
ably no more than every 
10 days or so. 

These plants will need 
as much sunshine as you 
have inside your home 
to maintain their color, 
but are basically being 
placed in dormancy for 
four months. 

October is the best 
month of the year to 
plant trees and shrubs 
around your home or 
in the landscape. One 
word of caution, however, 
make sure to water and 
mulch plants thoroughly 
as October is usually our 
driest month of the year. 
Trees and shrubs planted 
now are beginning to go 
dormant and will have 
plenty of soil moisture to 
enjoy during the winter 
months. 

By the time spring is 
here, the plants will be 
over transplant shock 
and will be ready to send 
out new leaves in your 
yard. On top of that, these 
plants are usually on sale 
now at your favorite nurs¬ 
ery or department store 
because storing these 
plants over the winter is 
not usually cost effective. 
Not only is October the 
best time of the year for 
planting from the tree’s

standpoint, it also is eas¬ 
ier on the home owners 
pocket-book as well. 

While yard work, or at 
least the mowing of the 
yard, may be over for this 
year, we still need to pre¬ 
pare for next year’s yard. 
Apply split applications 
of ammonium nitrate in 
October, November and 
again in late December for 
a greener, lush lawn next 
spring. Approximately 
3 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate per 1000 square 
feet each time you fertil¬ 
ize is an ample amount 
of nitrogen to get grass 
growing next spring. 

While complete fertil¬ 
izers such as 10-10-10 
can be used, older, more 
established lawns only 
the added benefit from 
Ammonium Nitrate. Now 
is also the time to go out 
in the garden or yard and 
bring in a soil sample for 
the crop of 2013. 

Free soil sample bags 
are available at the 
Extension Office. We’ll 
even let you borrow a 
soil probe to get the job 
done. Soil samples are 
five dollars per sample 
here at the Powell County 
Extension Office. 

Why do the Mums 
bloom Now?? 

Fall is in the air, and 
autumn does weird things 
to many of us, like makes 
us tired and sleepy earlier 
in the day. Autumn has a 
similar effect on many 
plants as well. Plants 
react to many natural 
events like temperature, 
moisture and changing 
day length. These indi¬ 
vidual stimuli may trig¬ 
ger different reactions 
in a plant like initiat¬ 
ing flower development 
or sending the plant into 
dormancy. 

Here in late September, 
no one has to tell us 
or the plants, that the 
days are getting shorter, 
and the nights are get¬ 
ting longer. One of the 
main plant responses we 
see now will be in plants 
like chrysanthemum and 
even that Christmas cac¬ 
tus you have sitting on 
the back porch.

Chrysanthemums, or 
mums for short is nor¬ 
mally planted in late 
spring or early summer. 
It basically sits most of 
the summer, without any 
hint of producing a flow¬ 
er. Then in late summer- 
now in fact, mums start 
budding all over. Buds 
are developed when the 
plant is exposed to a criti¬ 
cal night length of 11 V 2 
hours of darkness. The 
critical night length does 
not happen in the sum¬ 
mer, so the plant only 
worries about producing 
green leaves and roots. 

Once the dark period 
reaches this level, how¬ 
ever, buds start to form. 
Actually, mums may 
sometimes bloom in late 
spring, especially if plants 
start growing early, while 
the nights are still long. 
This is why mums which 
are kept over to the next 
season may start budding 
and plant blooms will 
need to be pinched off for 
the best show in the fall. 

Why then, do we see 


mums for sale at flo¬ 
rist shops all year long? 
These plants are always 
grown in a greenhouse 
where the moisture and 
day length are regulat¬ 
ed under the lights and 
shade cloths on a green¬ 
house. To increase the 
night length, greenhouse 
growers simply pull the 
covers over the house 
in the late afternoon to 
trick the flowers into 
blooming. 

If the grower wants 
to delay flowering for a 
special holiday, they sim¬ 
ply turn the lights on in 
the middle of the night 
to interrupt the critical 
night length the plants 
need to bloom on time. 
Using these techniques 
for plants like mums, 
growers can actually 
schedule the flowering of 
a particular color of mum 
to bloom on a particular 
date. 

Mums are a beautiful 
addition to our fall land¬ 
scapes. They come in a 
wide variety of bloom 
colors and even bloom 
shapes and they certainly 
brighten up the month. 
Mums typically are only 
an annual plant, but if we 
have a mild winter and 
you protect the crown of 
the plant you might get 
lucky and the plant just 
may come back again, 
like they did this spring. 
Check out our local mum 
growers or your local 
nursery or garden center 
for this year’s best plant 
selection.

We spotted a canary 
yellow four-door pickup 
truck in the parking lot. 

I 
announced, unbuckling 
my seat belt. Instead of 
Sam, a pretty girl about 
20 years old appeared.

“Yes, ma’am?” I 
answered, waiting for 
the rest of my family. 
“Where’s Sam?” 

“You’re looking at her,” 
she said with a gorgeous 
smile. “Sam is short for

you’re wondering, I’m as 
strong as any man,” she 
said, winking at me. “Hop 
in your car and follow 
me” 

“Hey, gang,” Sam said 
in a chipper voice when 
we arrived at our desti¬ 
nation. 

“Welcome to Red River 
Gorge. Most of the gorge 
is located inside Daniel 
Boone National Forest 
and has been designat¬ 
ed a National Natural 
Landmark.” 

“It’s beautiful, even 
though we’re in the mid¬ 
dle of nowhere,” I said, 
trying to decide where we 
were. 

“The gorge can be split 
into two different sec¬ 
tions,” Sam told us, try¬ 


ing to help us get our 
bearings. 

“The upper section 
starts to the north of the 
town of Campton and fin¬ 
ishes at the county line of 
Wolfe and Menifee coun¬ 
ties. 

The lower section 
begins at the Wolfe- 
Menifee county line and 
goes almost to Indian 
Creek in Powell County. 
The gorge features high 
sandstone cliffs, rock 
shelters, waterfalls and 
natural bridges. 

One of the world’s top 
rock-climbing destina¬ 
tions, the gorge has more 
than 100 natural sand¬ 
stone arches - more than 
any other place except 
the Rocky Mountains.” 

“We’ve never climbed 
rocks before,” Chloe 
informed Sam. 

“We’re not going to 
be rock-climbing today, 
sweetheart. We’re going 
to zipline!” 

I didn’t know what zip¬ 
per lining was, but Mom’s 
and Dad’s eyes became 
very large. 

“Everyone needs to 
wear these harnesses, 
helmets and gloves - and 
empty all of your pock¬ 
ets. Once you’re ready I’ll 
explain everything,” Sam 
said.

“Uh, Miss Sam, my 
equipment’s broken,” I 
told her. “There aren’t 


any zippers on here.” 

Sam smiled, shook her 
head and explained. 

“A zip line was origi¬ 
nally used as a method 
of transportation where 
other methods are not 
practical, but today it is 
also used for recreation. 

Zip lines are created 
by stringing a strong 
cable between two points 
- in this case trees - and 
attaching a pulley to the 
cable. To use the zip line, 
we will attach you to the 
pulley and launch you 
across to the other side. 
Since you’re newbies, we 
are going to put you on 
the line that is only 330 
feet across. 

Once we launch you, 
you’ll pick up speed and 
will travel around 50 
miles an hour before you 
stop. Once you see the 
other tree, start tapping 
the line with your glove. 
That’s your brake and 
will make you stop,” Sam 
explained, as if she was 


telling us how to ride a 
tricycle. “Any questions?” 
she asked. 

“How many zip lines 
are in Kentucky?” Dad 
asked. 

“Currently there are at 
least six places in the 
state to zip,” Sam said, 
“but we’re adding new 
places all the time.” 

“How is this exercise?” 
Chloe asked. 

“It strengthens our 
muscles and gets the 
adrenaline pumping,” 
Sam explained. 

“Besides, we don’t want 


to start with strenuous 
activities since you aren’t 
in shape.” 

I had a more important 
question. 

“Uh, how high are we?” 

“About 250 feet over the 
gorge,” Sam said as my 
tummy did somersaults. 

With that, Sam attached 
our family to the pulleys, 
and before I knew it I was 
soaring across the gorge 
to the other side. Even 
though it was fast, I was 
still aware of my major 
mistake.

Daddy 
made sure my brother 
and I understood the cor¬ 
rect ways of hunting, how 
to be respectful of other 
people's property, never 
to waste anything, and if 
at first you don't succeed 
try, try again. 

Some of my favorite 
childhood memories are 
of sitting in my dad's lit¬ 
tle john boat fishing. Of 
course I probably played 
more than I actually 
fished, but that didn't 
matter, I was having a 
great time with my hero. 

My brother and I took 
turns helping dad skin 
his rabbits and squirrels 
and as we got older we 
were allowed to help with 
the deer as well. 

My brother helped more 
with the deer than I did. 
I usually just came out 
to the truck and gave it a 
good once over and then 
left the work to the guys. 
Helping prepare the meat 
gave me a great apprecia¬ 
tion for the animals and 
for my dad who worked 
so hard to provide. 

Animal rights groups 


and activists are try¬ 
ing hard to destroy this 
priceless tradition in 
this country. Their argu¬ 
ment makes no sense to 
me. They think hunting 
is inhumane and would 
be perfectly happy if all 
sport hunting was com¬ 
pletely shut down, abol¬ 
ished. 

Apparently they view 
starvation, devastating 
sickness or the gruesome 
results of car vs. animal 
accidents as humane.

Do you realize what 
kind of ramifications 
could result from this 
amendment not being put 
into effect? 

Hunters have been at 
the forefront of wildlife 
conservation for years, 
but yet these “activists” 
and “societies” think their 
warped views are more 
important. 

A true hunter appre¬ 
ciates the gift they are 
receiving when that buck 
falls into view, when the 
squirrels are active, and 
when their coolers begin 


to reach their catch limit 
on a good fishing day. It 
is an earned respect and 
appreciation that no one 
can understand unless 
you have been there. 

My boys are being 
taught the right ways 
to hunt and fish, their 
papaw and dad are 
ensuring the privilege 
is passed on in the cor¬ 
rect manner.

Don't 
let a group dictate how 
we can feed our families, 
this is just one more way 
in which the powers that 
be can gain devastating 
control. 

In closing I will say 
WAKE UP KENTUCKY! 
Make sure you let 
your voice be heard on 
November 6, 2012. Use 


your power to ensure 
that our God given right 
to hunt and harvest game 
and fish be kept secure. 
The good Lord gave us 
the privilege; no man 
should be able to take it 
away.

To assure those testing 
my courage that I had gone all the way in the darkness of that night, I plucked a 
ripe tomato, took it, and proudly handed it to my father who was a bit surprised 
by my action. 

The way ahead through life is not always as clear and bright as a sunny sum¬ 
mer day; there is much that is unknown. Darkness obscures some of the way, 
and uncertainty is a reality to be faced regularly. Yet, one must not cower at the 
thought of darkness but go forward through that uncertainty.
